This is in response to the appeal brief filed 01/28/2008 appealing from the Office action mailed 
03/05/2008.

(9) Grounds of Rejection 

The following ground(s) of rejection are applicable to the appealed claims: 

Claims 1-39 are presented for examination. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the EngUsh language. 
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2. Claims 1-39 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being unpatentable by Arisaka (U.S. 
2002/0165987). 

As per claims 1,1 1,24,37,39 Arisaka disclosed a method for creating conveyable physical 
representations of digital content, comprising: receiving a request to associate an identifier with 
an item of digital content; obtaining an identifier; determining an address of said digital content; 
associating said identifier with said address; and generating a physically conveyable 
representation of said identifier (Page. 2, Paragraph. 0033). 

3. As per claim 2 Arisaka disclosed wherein said determining includes providing a blank 
field to a user for providing said address (Page. 5, Paragraph. 0075). 

4. As per claims 3,12 Arisaka disclosed fiirther comprising: creating a Web space for said 
digital content; and using an address to said Web space as said address of said digital content 
(Page. 7, Paragraph. 0092). 

5. As per claims 4,25 Arisaka disclosed wherein said generating includes representing said 
identifier on a tangible medium (Page. 7, Paragraph. 103). 

6. As per claims 5,26 Arisaka disclosed wherein said tangible medium resides on a substrate 
(Page. 5, Paragraph, 0075). 
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7. As per claims 6,27,29,38 Arisaka disclosed a method for creating conveyable physical 
representations of digital content, comprising: receiving a request to associate an identifier with 
an item of digital content; associating a globally unique identifier to a tangible medium (Page. 2, 
Paragraph. 033); assigning a contextual identifier to said item of digital content, said contextual 
identifier is unique in the context of said globally unique identifier; creating a database record for 
said tangible medium, said database record including a mapping of said contextual identifier to 
an address to said digital content (Page. 6, Paragraph. 0085); associating said globally unique 
identifier to said database record; and associating said contextual identifier with said tangible 
medium (Page. 5, Paragraph. 0064). 

8. As per claims 7,28 Arisaka disclosed wherein said associating a globally unique identifier 
to a tangible medium includes physically affixing said globally unique identifier on said tangible 
medium (Page. 5, Paragraph. 066). 

9. As per claim 8 Arisaka disclosed wherein said associating a globally unique identifier to 
a tangible medium includes digitally associating a description of said tangible medium to said 
globally unique identifier. (Page. 7, Paragraph. 0091) 

10. As per claims 9,30 Arisaka disclosed wherein said associating said contextual identifier 
with said tangible medium includes physically affixing said contextual identifier on said tangible 
medium (Page. 7, Paragraph. 0103). 
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11. As per claim 10 Arisaka disclosed wherein said associating said contextual identifier with 
said tangible medium includes printing said contextual identifier on said tangible medium (Page. 
7, Paragraph. 0103). 

12. As per claim 13 Arisaka disclosed wherein one of said first and second identifiers is a 
target identifier (Page. 1, Paragraph. 0008). 

13. As per claim 14 Arisaka disclosed wherein said target identifier is unassociated with any 
digital content (Page. 1, Paragraph. 0008). 

14. As per claim 15 Arisaka disclosed wherein said target identifier has an erasable 
association with certain digital content (Page. 1, Paragraph. 0008). 

15. As per claim 16 Arisaka disclosed wherein one of said first and second identifiers is a 
source identifier (Page. 1, Paragraph. 0008). 

16. As per claim 1 7 Arisaka disclosed wherein said source identifier is associated with an 
address to said digital content (Page. 1, Paragraph. 0008). 

17. As per claims 18,31 Arisaka disclosed wherein said another of said first and second 
identifiers is represented on a tangible medium (Page. 1, Paragraph. 0008). 
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18. As per claims 19,32 Arisaka disclosed wherein said tangible medium resides on a 
substrate (Page. 5, Paragraph. 0073). 

19. As per claims 20,33 Arisaka disclosed wherein said enabling a conveyance includes 
providing a password to regulate access to said digital content (Page. 8, Paragraph. 0089). 

20. As per claims 21 ,34 Arisaka disclosed wherein at least one of said first and second 
identifiers is a contextual identifier (Page. 1, Paragraph. 0008). 

21 . As per claims 22,35 Arisaka disclosed wherein said associating includes: accessing a 
database record containing a mapping of said contextual identifier to an address to said digital 
content; and associating said address with said another of said first and second identifiers (Page. 
6, Paragraph. 0085). 

22. As per claims 23,36 Arisaka disclosed wherein said accessing includes: determining a 
globally unique identifier associated with said contextual identifier; and locating said database 
record based on said globally unique identifier (Page. 6, Paragraph. 0085). 

(10) Applicant's arguments: 

Response to Arguments 

23. Applicant's arguments filed 06/06/2007 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Response to apphcant's arguments are as follows. 
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A. Applicant argued that Arisaka did not disclose, "determining an address of said digital 
content". 

As to applicant's argument Arisaka disclosed, "content information is digital information is 
associated with different types of content. The content information includes a content identifier 
as well as information such as a string indicating content type, the content size, the address at 
which the content is stored, the types of content into which conversion is possible, and like. It 
would also be possible to include information such as content conversion rules" (Page. 
Paragraph. 0087). One ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention knows that "digital 
information includes a content identifier as well as information such as string indicating content 
type , the content size, the address at which the content is stored" proves the same relationship as 
to the applicant between the association of the identifier with the address of the digital content. 



B. Applicant argued that Arisaka did not disclose, "associating said identifier with said 
address". 

As to applicant's argument Arisaka disclosed, "content information is digital information is 
associated with different types of content. The content information includes a content identifier 
as well as information such as a string indicating content type, the content size, the address at 
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which the content is stored, the types of content into which conversion is possible, and like. It 
would also be possible to include information such as content conversion rules" (Page. 
Paragraph. 0087). Again One ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention knows that 
content identifier is associated with the address where the content is being stored. 



C. Applicant argued that Arisaka did not disclose, " generating a physically conveyable 
representation of said identifier". 

As to applicant's argument Arisaka disclosed, "The play back terminal device receives an 
individual identifier and content identifier fi-om the user or the portable storage medium. The 
playback terminal device provides the user with content and responds to playback operations" 
(Page. 2, Paragraph. 0029).
